KNOW YE, That we, the undersigned M.-.P.-. Sov- 
ereign Grand Inspectors General for the Northern 
Jurisdiction of the United States of America, lawfully 
and constitutionally established at our Grand JSast, in 
the City of Boston and State of Massachusetts, duly 
assembled and congregated in Supreme Council of the 
Thirty-third Degree of the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite, this sixth day of Sivan, A.-.M.*. 5621, which 
corresponds to the fifteenth day of May, A.D. 1861., of 
> the Christian Era, having witnessed the fervor, zeal and 
constancy of our Valiant and Illustrious Sublime Princes 
of the Royal Secret, William Sutton, William 
S. Gardner, Charles A. Davis, Joel Spalding, 
J. Tyler Spalding, Nathaniel B. Shurtleff, each of 
them Sublime Princes of the Royal Secret, of the Thirty- 
second Degree, and knowing them to have been lawfully 
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obligated, and reposing confidence in their Masonic 
Knowledge, Prudence and Fidelity, Z>o, by these Presents^ 
constitute and establish them, with their future legal 
associates and successors, into a regular Sovereign 
Consistory, S.-.P.-.R.-.S.-., under the title of 

Massachusetts Sovereign Consistory, 

hereby giving and granting unto them the full power and 
authority to convene, as such Sovereign Consistory, 
within the City of Lowell, in the State of Massachusetts, 
to elect and install their Officers, to work in the several 
Degrees of Grand Pontiff, Grand Master of all Sym- 
bolic Lodges, Noachite, or Prussian Knight, Knight 
of the Royal Axe, or Prince of Libanus, Chief of the 
Tabernacle, Prince of the Tabernacle, Knight of the 
Brazen Serpent, Prince of Mercy, Commander of 
the Temple, Knight of the Sun, or Prince Adept, 
Knight of Saint Andrew, Knight of Kadosh, Grand 
Inspector Commander, Sublime Prince of the Royal 
Secret of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, and confer 
the same upon such Brothers as are lawfully and consti- 
tutionally qualified to receive them. 

And the said Sublime Princes shall administer for us, 
and in our names, to each Brother admitted to any of the 
Degrees conferred therein, an Obligation of Fealty and 
Allegiance to our Supreme Council aforesaid, and of 
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submission to its Decrees. And the aforesaid Sovereign 
Consistory shall, each year, at our Annual Convocation, 
return to us a true list of all its Officers and Members, 
specifying the name, place of nativity, age, residence, 
profession, religion and highest Degree received, with 
the date of reception of each newly admitted Prince, and 
transmit to us the Fees for Registry, Reception and 
Annual Dues, required by our Decrees. In default 
thereof this chapter may be suspended by the M.-.P.-. 
Sov. ■. Grand Commander, or revoked by our Supreme 
Council. And we do hereby require the said constituted 
Princes to keep a regular Record of their Proceedings 
and Work for our Inspection. And we do hereby declare 
the precedence of said Consistory to commence from 
the twentieth day of January, 5620 A.-.M.-., answering 
to the tenth day of July, A.D., i860, hereby ratifying and 
confirming all constitutional acts heretofore done by said 
Illustrious Princes, under their Dispensation and Charter 
of the above named dates. 

In Testimony Whereof, We, Sovereign Grand 
Inspectors General and Active Members of the Supreme 
Council of the Thirty-third Degree, above named, sitting 
in the said City of Boston, and duly established in said 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, the fifth day of August, 
A.D. 1813, do hereby grant unto the above-named 
Brethren this Special Warrant, and do now subscribe 
our names, and cause to be affixed the Great Seal of our 
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Council, in the Chamber of Council, this twenty-third 
day of the Hebrew month, called Jyar, A.-.M.-. 5622, 
corresponding to the twenty-third day of May, in the year 
of our Lord, Eighteen Hundred and Sixty-two.

ARTICLE III. 

ILL.-. GRAND TREASURER. 

Section I. The 111.-. Grand Treasurer shall demand 
and collect all the funds from the 111. . Grand Secretary 
at each regular rendezvous, give his receipts for the 
same, pay all bills when approved by the Committee on 
Finance, and keep a true and fair account of all receipts 
and disbursements. 
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ILL.'. GRAND SKCRETARY. 

Sect. 2. The 111.-. Grand Secretary shall issue noti- 
fications of every rendezvous to all the members, at least 
five days in advance ; collect all moneys due to the Consis- 
tory, pay the same to the 111.*. Grand Treasurer at each 
regular rendezvous, and annually, in December, exhibit 
a fair statement of all his receipts and payments. 

He shall carefully preserve, in some safe place and in 
good order, all the papers and books of the Consistory 
which are not required for immediate use, keeping a full 
and minute inventory thereof. He shall immediately, 
after each election of officers, transmit a certificate thereof 
to the Deputy for Massachusetts, and to the Grand 
Secretary-General of the Supreme Council. 

He shall promptly complete triplicate copies of the 
annual returns of the Consistory, and forward one copy 
of them, with the dues for the Massachusetts Council of 
Deliberation and the dues for the Supreme Council, to 
the Deputy for the State, in accordance with the require- 
ments of those Grand Bodies; he shall transmit the 
second copy to the Grand Secretary-General, and file the 
third copy for future reference. 

MASTER OF THE WARDROBE. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Master of the 
Wardrobe to keep clean and in good order all the furni- 
ture, clothing and regalia of the Consistory ; to see that 
is properly arranged for service, and convenient of 
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access, at the working of the degrees ; to submit annually, 
at the regular rendezvous in December, a complete inven- 
tory of the paraphernalia ; and to render at all times such 
assistance to the officers as may be required. 

ILL.-. GRAND SENTINEL. 

Sect. 4. The 111.-. Grand Sentinel in attendance at 
the gate, shall require each Sublime Prince (except as 
provided in the Constitution and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council) before entering the Camp, to register 
his name, his grade in the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite, his residence, and the name of the Consistory of 
which he is a member — provided, however, that the 111.-. 
Commander-in-Chief may, in his discretion, excuse any 
member who shows that, on account of conscientious 
scruples or for other reasons fully set forth in writing, he 
ought not to comply with the provisions of this section. 



ARTICLE IV. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section i. Every candidate who shall receive in this 
Consistory the highest degree conferred by it shall become 
thereby, without the payment of any fee, a member of 
the Consistory, on signing the By-Laws. 

Any Sublime Prince of the Royal Secret 32°.-., who 
received the degrees in either Massachusetts Consistory, 
DeWitt Clinton Consistory, or Boston Consistory, before 
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the union, Feb. 15, 1871, shall, on election, be entitled to 
membership without the payment of any fee. 

Any Sublime Prince of the Royal Secret 7,2".-., created 
elsewhere, may be admitted a member by having his name 
borne on the notice of the rendezvous at which the ballot 
is taken, receiving the unanimous vote of the members 
present, paying the fee, and signing the By-Laws. 

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

Sect. 2. Past 111.-. Commanders-in-Chief shall be 
placed upon the list of Honorary Members. 

Any Sublime Prince of the Royal Secret 32°.-., who 
has been eminently useful to the Masonic Fraternity, or 
has rendered important service to this Consistory, shall 
be eligible to Honorary Membership. 

The name of each candidate for Honorary Membership 
shall be inserted in the notifications for the regular ren- 
dezvous at which the election is to take place; and the 
unanimous consent, by ballot, of the members present 
shall be necessary for an election. 

Honorary members shall be exempt from dues, and 
shall enjoy all the rights and privileges of members, except 
that the right to vote shall not pertain to those who were 
not previously members of this Consistory. 

LIFE MEMBERSHIP. 

Sect. 3. Any member of the Consistory whose dues 
are settled shall be constituted a Life Member, with 
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exemption from assessments for the support of the Consis- 
tory, upon the payment of a fee of forty-five dollars ; pro- 
vided, however, that any member who resides more than 
ten miles from Boston shall be entitled to a Life Member- 
ship by paying a fee of thirty-five dollars. 



ARTICLE V. 

ADMISSION OF CANDIDATES. 

All applications for the degrees shall be made in the 
prescribed form and signed by the applicant's own hand, 
and be accompanied by a certificate of the Secretary of the 
Chapter of Rose Croix to which he belongs, showing such 
applicant to be a member in good standing of such 
Chapter ; and that he has taken and subscribed to the 
required Oath of Fealty to the Supreme Council and 
inclose the established fee. Every application shall be 
referred to a committee of three, appointed by the 111.-. 
Commander-in-Chief, and his name, residence, occupation 
and place of business, together with the name and location 
of the Lodge of which he is a member, shall be inserted in 
the notifications of the rendezvous at which the application 
is to be acted upon. Every candidate shall stand pro- 
posed from one regular rendezvous to another. He shall 
be reported upon by the Investigating Committee, or a 
majority thereof, in writing over their own signatures 
before any action is taken ; and the unanimous ballot of 
the members present shall be necessary for his admission. 
If he is not accepted, the fee shall be returned. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

FEES AND DUES. 

Section i . The fee for the degrees conferred in this 
Consistory shall be fifty dollars. 

DIPLOMA. 

Sect. 2. The fee for a diploma and Certificate of 
Membership shall be five dollars, payable in advance. 

fee for membership. 

Sect. 3. The affiliation fee for a Sublime Prince of 
the Royal Secret 32°.-., who is not an initiate of this 
Consistory, shall be five dollars. 

FEES TO ILL.-. GRAND SECRETARY, ETC. 

Sect. 4. The 111.-. Grand Secretary, 111.-. Grand Sen- 
tinel and 111.-. Master of the Wardrobe shall receive for 
their services such compensation as the Committee on 
Finance shall from time to time direct. 

ANNUAL DUES. 

Sect. 5. Every member, except Honorary and Life 
Members, shall, in the month of January in each year, 
pay the 111.-. Grand Secretary three dollars for the sup- 
port of the Consistory.

FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Sect. 6. Any member neglecting to pay his dues for 
one year shall be subject to suspension or expulsion from 
membership. The delinquent shall have due notice of 
the exact nature of his offence, and of the time when, and 
the place where, action will be taken to enforce discipline 
in his case. When the residence of the delinquent is out 
of the jurisdiction of the Supreme Council, or unknown, 
the notice may be dispensed with. 



ARTICLE VII. 

COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 

The 111.-. Commander-in-Chief, 111.-. First Lieutenant- 
Commander and 111.-. Second Lieutenant-Commander 
shall constitute a Committee on Finance, whose duty it 
shall be to examine all bills and demands against the Con- 
sistory ; to approve them with their signatures, if they are 
found correct ; to inspect the books and accounts of the 
111.-. Grand Treasurer, 111.-. Grand Secretary and Trus- 
tees of the Permanent Fund ; and to investigate the finan- 
ces of the Consistory. At the annual rendezvous in 
December, they shall submit a detailed statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the past year, and furnish a 
list of the debts due by or to the Consistory. They shall 
also superintend generally the financial affairs of the Con- 
sistory, unless it is otherwise specially ordered and a defi- 
nite appropriation is made for the specific purpose. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 

APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS. 

No expenditure involving the funds of this Consistory 
shall be incurred by any officer or member without the 
previous sanction of the Consistory, except as provided 
in these By-Laws. 



ARTICLE IX. 

.PERMANENT FUND. 

Section i. A permanent fund shall be established and 
styled "The Permanent Fund of Massachusetts Consistory 
of Sublime Princes of the Royal Secret 32°.-., Boston, 
Mass." The fund shall consist of the amount already 
invested, of the whole amount received for Life Member- 
ship, of all donations, gifts and bequests to the Consistory ; 
of one-tenth of the entire receipts of the Consistory, 
excepting the fees for Life Membership ; and of one-tenth 
of the surplus remaining unexpended at the close of each 
year ; and of such additions as shall from time to time be 
made, in compliance with the requirements of these By- 
Laws, or by vote of the Consistory, and it shall not be 
considered good knightly faith in the Consistory to 
diminish the rate of increase hereby established. 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Sect. 2. The Permanent Fund of Massachusetts Con- 
sistory shall be held in the name of the 111.-. Commander- 
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in-Chief, 111.-. Lieutenant-Commanders, and members of 
Massachusetts Consistory, but shall be under the direction 
and control of a Board of Trustees, consisting of the 111.-. 
Commander-in-Chief, 111.-. Grand Treasurer, and three 
members who hold no other office in the Consistory, to be 
elected by written or printed ballots at the triennial ren- 
dezvous in December, 1873. 

Of the members to be elected, the Consistory shall 
elect one trustee for the term of one year, one for the 
term of two years, and one for the term of three years ; 
and at each annual rendezvous in December, thereafter, 
the Consistory shall elect one member of the Board for 
the term of three years. Each Trustee, however,' shall 
hold his office until his successor is appointed. Should 
a vacancy occur in the Board, from any cause, it shall 
be immediately filled after due notification of the Con- 
sistory. The Board thus constituted shall be styled 
"The Trustees of the Permanent Fund of Massachusetts 
Consistory of Sublime Princes of the Royal Secret 32".-., 
Boston, Mass." 

The Board of Trustees shall carefully and judiciously 
invest the Permanent Fund in such a way and manner as, 
in their best judgment, shall be safest and most produc- 
tive ; and, at the expense of the Consistory, shall hire, 
of some Safe Deposit Company, a suitable place of deposit 
for the securities and vouchers of the fund, where their 
absolute safety from fire and theft shall be insured. The 
principal of the fund shall never be expended. 
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The Board of Trustees shall keep a full and accurate 
record of the investments of the Permanent Fund, and at 
each annual rendezvous, in December, they shall submit 
to the Consistory a correct statement of it in detail, and 
report its exact condition. The Trustees may appropriate 
one-fifth of the income of the Permanent Fund, at their 
discretion, to charitable purposes ; or they shall otherwise 
appropriate the income agreeably to a vote of the Con- 
sistory; but all interest unexpended at the end of each 
year shall be added to the principal. 



ARTICLE X. 

ALTERATIONS OF BY-LAWS. 

These By-Laws shall not be repealed or amended, 
unless the proposition to repeal or amend be submitted to 
the Consistory, in writing, at a regular rendezvous, read 
in open Consistory, stand at least two months previous to 
the discussion, and be inserted in the notifications of the 
rendezvous at which it is to be acted upon. 

Every proposition to repeal or amend shall be referred 
to a committee of three, who shall report thereon at the 
next regular rendezvous, and the proposition may then be 
adopted by the consent of two thirds of the members 
present; provided, however, that any proposition to 
repeal or amend Article IX., relating to the Permanent 
Fund, or this provision, shall not be adopted, except with 
the consent of four-fifths of the members present at three 
consecutive regular rendezvous of the Consistory.

MEMBERS. 



Article 92 — i. Every candidate who hereafter receives the 
highest degree conferred by any Subordinate Body, becomes 
thereby a member of such Body, and his name shall be inscribed 
by the Secretary upon the roll of members. 

2. None but affiliated members of each inferior degree, other 
than Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, shall receive member- 
ship in any Body of a superior degree, and when any such member 
hereafter loses his membership in any Body his membership in 
the superior Bodies shall be suspended until he acquires member- 
ship in the inferior Bodies; and when such membership shall have 
been suspended for two years it may be terminated by a vote of the 
Body after due notice ; Provided, that this shall not apply to Life 
Members whose Life Membership was acquired previously to the 
twenty-first day of September A.D. 1881. 

SPECIAL MEETINGS. 
Article 96. — Special meetings may be called by the presiding 
officer of any Subordinate Body at any time he may deem neces- 
sary ; and in his absence or disability, by the officer entitled to 
preside in such absence. 

OATH OF FEALTY. 

Article 103 — An Oath of Fealty shall be taken and signed by 
every brother admitted from another Jurisdiction, and by every 
candidate receiving the Fourteenth Degree, and by every officer 
of every Body of the Rite before he shall be installed, and may 
also be required by the presiding officer or by the Body, of every 
candidate receiving the Sixteenth, Eighteenth and Thirty-second 
Degrees. 

When deemed necessary said oath may, by the presiding officer 
of any Body, be required of any visitor.
